Education  classes.  The  students  attend  classes  in  the  morning 
and  work  in  their  various  positions  in  the  afternoon.  In  class, 
a basic  knowledge  of  buying,  selling,  advertising,  merchandising, 
and  stockkeeping  is  acquired.  This  knowledge  is  useful  in  their 
part-time  jobs  and  prepares  them  for  the  future. 

Many  Commercial  courses  are  given  to  prepare  students  who 
plan  to  enter  the  field.
